With thousands of persons 
from Torrance and Southern 
California opening their hearts 
and purses for sufferers in 
flood-devastated areas in six

by saying "Most of the head­ 
lines on the flood are gone, but 
Red Cross today is in the midst 
of rehabilitation surveys and 
work which will fteep trained 
crews on this job alone well in­ 
to 1956."

"The Los Angeles Rod Cross j 
chapter goal jumped, from 
$150,000 to $175.000 following a 
report from National headquar 
ters which revealed that more 
than 10,000 families have ap 
plied for Red Cross rehabilita­ 
tion assistance "with the figure 
cJimbi.ng steadily as disaster 
specialists continue the slow 
and painstaking job of tabulat 
ing known damage."
